DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 6-11 are cancelled. 

Claims 1-5, 12, 13-16 and 17-23 are allowed. 

Claims 1-5 are allowed for the reason that the prior art does not teach in claimed 
combination a lighting assembly for a camera positioned adjacent a paper substrate of a printing 
press comprising: . .camera mounted within said housing; a light source mounted within said 
housing; and two mirrors positioned within the housing and positioned symmetrically with 
respect to a plane that is perpendicular to the paper substrate of the printing press to direct light 
in two distinct paths that remain separate from the same light source to the paper substrate to 
provide uniform illumination of a portion of the paper substrate using a single light source, 
wherein light is reflected from that portion of the paper substrate to the camera." 

Claims 12 and 13-16 are allowed for the reason that the prior art does not teach in 
claimed combination a lighting assembly for a camera positioned adjacent a paper substrate of a 
printing press comprising: "a single strobe light source; and two mirrors positioned adjacent the 
same light source, equidistant to a first plane defined by a surface of the paper substrate and 
symmetrical with respect to a second plane that is perpendicular to the paper substrate and that 
passes through the single light source without passing through the two mirrors to direct light in 
two distinct paths of equal length of uniform illumination from the same light source to the paper 
substrate to provide uniform illumination of a portion of the paper substrate using a single light 
source, wherein light is then reflected from that portion of the paper substrate to a camera." 
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Claims 17-23 are allowed for the reason that the prior art does not teach in claimed 
combination a lighting assembly for a camera positioned adjacent a paper substrate of a printing 
press comprising: "... a method for creating dual light paths of uniform illumination directed 
toward a paper substrate of a printing press, said method comprising: 

supplying a single light source; and positioning at least two mirrors adjacent said single 
light source and symmetrically with respect to a plane that is perpendicular to the paper substrate 
of the printing press and passes through said single light source, such that the at least two mirrors 
are positioned on opposite sides of the plane and light from said single light source is split into 
dual light paths of equal length of uniform, non-collimated illumination and directed toward the 
substrate by said mirrors to provide uniform illumination of a portion of the paper substrate, 
wherein light is then reflected from that portion of the paper substrate to a camera. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
